7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 wherein the first map is a 
vector map, and the second map is a digital raster map.

9. (Original) The method of ojaim 1 wherein the user directs the 
manipulation of the first map.

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The metho)d of claim 1 further comprising 
receiving a display of a second region associated with the second map, the second 
region being geographically substantially similar to tnte first region of the first map. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising changing a view of 
the first map. 
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13. (Original)! The method of claim 12 further comprising receiving a display 
of the first map in response to the user interaction to create a responsive display, the 
responsive display beingyrepresentative of the user interaction. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 13 further comprising receiving a display 
of the second map, the display of the second map being representative of the 
responsive display of the first map. 

1 5. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium containing 
instructions executable by a computer to manipulate a map, the method comprising: 

displaying a first map\n one area of a display, wherein the first map is a 
vector map; 

displaying a second map\in a second area of the display, wherein the first 
map and the second map depict ^t least a portion of an identical geographic 
region; 

making aft a first annotation oh a first region of the first map; and 
updat i ng th e s e cond map to d i sp l ay th e annotat i on 
determining a second annotation corresponding to the first annotation; and 
adding the second annotation to the second map at a geographic region 
that corresponds to the first region of the first map. 

16. (Previously Presented) The computer-readable medium of claim 15, 
wherein the method further comprises enabling viewer referencing of at least the first 
map. 
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17. (Currently Amended) The computer-readable medium of claim 15, 
wherein the method further comprises: 

receiving a cbmmand to change a map view; and 
receiving of a responsive display of the first map, the responsive display 
being representative of the user interaction. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 5, 
wherein the method further comprises receiving ef a display of a second region on the 
second map, the second region peing geographically substantially similar to the first 
region. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) \An apparatus for manipulating a map, comprising: 
means for displaying a\first map in one area of a display, wherein the first 

map is a vector map; 

means for displaying a second map in a second area of the display, 
wherein the first map and the second map depict at least a portion of an identical 
geographic region; 

means for making ae a first annotation on a first region of the first map;

means for receiving a responsive display of the first map, the responsive 
display being representative of the user interaction; and 

means for receiving of a display of a second region on the second map, 
the second region being geographically substantially similar to the first region. 
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
